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Summary 

Numerous drift woods were obtained from the alluvial plain along a 
small stream, Kikugawa, Shizuoka Prefecture (cf. Tab. on p. 43). The 
importance of the study should be emphasized in manifesting the flora 
immediately before the present one which is so disturbed by some artificial 
factors, since the plain is surrounded by low hilly lands and the age is 
indicated arehaeologically by the coexsistence of pottery, from the Early 
Yayoi to the Haziki Periods (first several centuries). Occurrence of Aesculus 
turbinata Blume together with many evergreen hardwoods is most interesting. 
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
